The province’s education 
boss said his department is 
reviewing recent proposals 
from Calgaiy and Edmonton’s 
public school boards to skip 
construction of starter school- 
style buildings in favour of 
fully built schools. 

On Wednesday, Metro 
reported Edmonton and 
Calgaiy’s public school boards 
had submitted a letter to the 
province detailing the need for 
fully constructed schools in its 
booming neighbourhoods as 
opposed to starter schools. 

Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks said Thursday Alberta 
Education is assessing the 
merits of the requests. 

“Obviously, they have or 
are making their own second 
assessments on what might be 
best in their particular jurisdic¬ 
tion and we consider those on 
a proposal-by-proposal basis,” 
he said. 

In October, Alberta Premier 
Jim Prentice and Minister Dirks 
announced new funding for 
much-needed school infrastruc¬ 
ture in Edmonton’s booming 
suburbs, but rather than full- 
sized schools, the help would 
come in the form of starter 
schools. 

Liberal education critic Kent 
Hehr has been critical of the 
modulars since they were an¬ 
nounced. On Thursday, he said 
Dirks should proceed to full 
builds as quickly as possible. 

“It’s much better to simply 
build the full schools to service 
that population for a number 
of years instead of disrupting 
neighbours and communities 
in a piecemeal fashion,” he

Mayor eyes CRL cash for library expansion 



This rendering shows what the 
proposed library renovation will 
look like when it’s completed, 
tentatively scheduled for 2018. 


Mayor Don Iveson is hoping 
to open up the books on 
the downtown community 
revitalization levy to help 
fund a major renovation of 
the Stanley Milner Library. 

The $62-million face¬ 
lift to the library is funded 
in the current budget, but 
Iveson is proposing to shift 
money around and free up 
cash for other projects. 

“Calgary has used their 
CRL to build a $245-million 
brand new library, we are 
looking at $60-odd million 


to rehabilitate Milner into 
just as good of a facility,” he 
said. 

The library needs at least 
$13 million in renovations 
over the next four years for 
major issues like the heat¬ 
ing system. The library also 
bleeds energy and estimates 
it will save $175,000 by 
improving the space. 

Iveson said it doesn’t 
make sense to fund just the 
emergency repairs. 

“Let’s only put patrons 
and staff through the disrup¬ 


tion once and build a great 
public library,” he said. 

Library CEO Linda Cook 
said they’re really pleased to 
be moving ahead. 

She said the library has 
done an extensive feasibility 
study and is confident they 
can chip in $10 million to¬ 
wards the project through 
fundraising. 

“They talked to a number 
of sort of movers and shak¬ 
ers in the city and we’re very 
confident we can raise that

The Edmonton Police Servi¬ 
ces’ hopes for a new twin- 
engine helicopter seem un¬ 
likely to take flight after the 
force made a presentation to 
council on Thursday. 

The city has put a $7.1-mil¬ 
lion, twin-engine helicopter 
in the capital budget, but 
Coun. Andrew Knack put 
forward a motion to defund 
it, while Coun. Dave Lolcen 
proposed funding a single¬ 
engine helicopter at a cost of 
$4.2 million. 

Knack said he believes 
helicopters can be valu¬ 
able tools, but he believes a 
helicopter, which can only 
be in the air 40 per cent of 


the time, isn’t a good invest¬ 
ment. 

“The helicopter is a very 
effective tool, when it’s in 
the air, and for me that’s the 
hurdle,” he said. 

He said he won’t be sup¬ 
porting the smaller helicop¬ 
ter either. 

“We still run into the 
same problem where it’s not 
going to be available to fly 
40 per cent of the time,” he 
said. 

Mayor Don Iveson sup¬ 
ports the single-engine heli¬ 
copter and believes there’s 
no support for the larger 
one. 



“It’s the Cadillac option 
and I told the chief this is not 
a Cadillac budget,” he said. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
understands the helicopter is 
competing against many pri¬ 
orities, but the police force 
wanted to put forward the 


best machine for the job. 

“I understand that money 
is tight and city council has 
a lot of priorities. The twin 
is the best option if you look 
long-term and you consider 
everything, but I under¬ 
stand,” he said.

Province to amend Bill 
of Rights, offer legal 
avenue to start GSAs

Alberta Premier Jim Prentice 
proposed changes Thursday 
to the Alberta Bill of Rights 
to prevent discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation and also pledged to 
establish new legal avenues 
for students wishing to start 
a gay-straight alliance (GSA). 

But supporters of Bill 202 
— the brainchild of Alberta 
Liberal Laurie Blalceman which 
would require school boards 
to allow the establishment of 
GSAs if there was interest in 
doing so among students — 
said the measures advocated 
by Prentice aren’t enough. 

“My impression is that’s 
a field goal but not a touch¬ 


down,” said Dr. Kris Wells, 
co-director of the Institute for 
Sexual Minority Studies and 
Services at the University of 
Alberta. 

Wells credited Prentice 
for suggesting that sexual 
orientation will be removed 
from the list of school discus¬ 
sion topics requiring parent 
consent, but questioned a 
second measure that would 
give students wishing to start 
a GSA “clear legal recourse” if 
a school attempts to stand in 
their way. 

Pam Krause, president and 
chief executive of Calgaiy 
Sexual Health Centre, also 
raised concerns about the 
process. 

She noted that many stu¬ 
dents forming GSAs are pre- 
teens and questioned if they 
really would have the know¬ 
ledge and patience to chal¬ 
lenge a ruling against their 
group. 

“You’d have to have some¬ 
one else supporting you to 
even figure out how to even 
do that,” she said. 


Both Calgaiy and Edmon¬ 
ton’s public school boards 
have said recently they act¬ 
ively support GSAs and pro¬ 
vided figures suggesting, col¬ 
lectively, 45 such groups are 
active in their schools. 

Alberta Education Minis¬ 
ter Gordon Dirks has recently 
asked eveiy school board in 
the province on how many 
GSAs are active in their or¬ 
ganization. Metro has asked 
repeatedly in recent days for 
the data, but hasn’t been pro¬ 
vided with a clear response 
on whether it will ever be 
publicized. 

Dirks said in a statement 
that the data his ministiy col¬ 
lected was “only a small piece 
of information to help inform 
policies in this area.” 

Prentice, meanwhile, took 


shots at the Liberal bill dur¬ 
ing a news conference Thurs¬ 
day, stating politics should 
factor into discussions on gay 
rights. 

“Certainly I think people 
are being pitted against one 
another and I fundamentally 
disagree with that,” the pre¬ 
mier said. 

However, Blalceman said 
she had no intention of divid¬ 
ing anybody. 

“We still don’t have GSAs 
that will be accommodated ... 
nothing has changed in that 
situation,” she said. 

Prentice also proposed a 
package of “tough and thor¬ 
ough anti-bullying provi¬ 
sions” that he said would take 
effect in time for the 2015-16 
school year.

NAIT embarks on campaign to raise $100M 



Canada’s largest polytechnic 
is looking to secure $100 mil¬ 
lion over a decade, as part of 
its most ambitious fundrais¬ 
ing effort to date.

spotting a Car2Go is about 
as novel as spotting a Ford 
F-150. 

As Alberta Venture re¬ 
ported last May, few believed 
a local car-share was viable. It 
doesn’t have the density pro¬ 
file. The downtown work sec¬ 
tor is too small and parking 
rates too cheap (tell that to 
Manulife Place workers who 
recently saw daily parking 
rates jump from $35 to $50). 

But more than anything it 
just needed a “champion.” 

That champion is Kieren 
Ryan and a handful of part¬ 
ners who’ve returned to their 
hometown from New York, 
Calgary and Toronto to found 


Pogo CarShare, in spite of 
naysayers. 

“I think Edmonton flies 
under the radar,” says the 
29-year-old co-founder. “A 
lot of people don’t appreci¬ 
ate that Edmonton is a larger 
city. That it’s a wealthy city, 
that it’s a young city.” 

The last part is crucial, as 
more young people are es¬ 
chewing car ownership and 
becoming multi-modal. 

In 2014, Pogo is about as 
revolutionary as a new brand 
of toothbrush. Like a Car2Go 


member in Calgary, I access 
it via app and it charges dir¬ 
ectly to my credit card. That 
Saturday night ride? At 47 
cents a minute, it cost me 
$2.96. That’s a quarter less 
than bus fare and about $10 
less than what a taxi driver 
would cost. Plus I don’t have 
to tip or counsel him on his 
marriage. 

Perhaps because we’re so 
accustomed to taxis, there’s 
been much talk about how 
Uber’s possible foray into Ed¬ 
monton will upend the taxi 


industry. But consider this: 
I’ve used Pogo all week and 
the biggest charge is a whop¬ 
ping $6.91 — hardly more 
than the base rate of a peak- 
hour cab. 

Meanwhile my clunky 
Caliber weeps for attention 
outside my condo. It’s not 
you, little Dodgey. I just hate 
plugging parking meters — 
another bonus with Pogo and 
the like. (This, however, does 
not absolve you from paying 
speeding or tow-zone tick¬ 
ets.) 


The downsides? The time 
spent finding parking some¬ 
times cost you more than you 
would have paid. And there’s 
something about being both 
in the driver’s seat and on 
the meter that adds some 
lead to my foot. 

There are other limita¬ 
tions unique to Pogo. Other 
cities’ “zones” are wide¬ 
spread, often including 
fringe neighbourhoods. And 
while Calgaiy’s well-known 
car-share has 500 vehicles 
in service, Pogo’s current 20 
means finding a car within a 
few blocks — let alone out¬ 
side your office door — can 
be luck of the draw. 

Adding more cars requires 
more users. But a lacking 
stock deters more users from 
signing up. And both factors 
inhibit the company from 
growing the zone. 

Bearing in mind that it’s 
a month-old company, it has 
a far to go before it can be 
embraced by all Edmonton¬ 
ians. Ryan is well aware of it. 
“Most of the comments we 
get are, how can you grow 
faster? And how can we be in 
your zone?” 

The simple answer: Pogo 
will need more champions.

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Smoking on film not PG, 
says advocacy campaign 



Tobacco. Group lobbies 
for stricter R ratings for 
movies with smoking

Sex, violence and ... tobacco? 
Students are leading the 
charge against smoking in 
movies, asking policy-makers 
to give films an R rating when 
it comes to lighting up. 

Partnering with research¬ 
ers from the University of 
Alberta and anti-smoking ad¬ 
vocates, the Tobacco Rated R 
campaign was created after 
new data revealed one-third 
of youth smoking in Alberta 
could be attributed to smok¬ 
ing imagery in youth-rated 
films. 

According to Kelly West, 
lead researcher for the pro¬ 
ject, 7,252 Alberta youth start¬ 
ed smoking because of what 
they saw on the big screen in 
movies rated G, PG and PG-14. 

“When you watch movies, 
you don’t even really realize 
how much smoking really is 
in them,” she said. “You have 
these characters in movies 
and they’re really glamorous 
and they’re shown as strong, 
independent, sexy and smok¬ 
ing.” 

West partnered with 
Campaign for a Smoke-Free 
Alberta to lobby the Alberta 
Film Classification unit to give 
all youth-rated movies con¬ 
taining scenes of smoking an 
R rating. 

Grade 12 student Brook¬ 
lyn Trimble said she’s seen 
first-hand how teens are in¬ 
fluenced by movies, thanks 


to a part-time gig as a movie- 
theatre attendant. 

“When we have kids’ mov¬ 
ies and I see kids come out 
after, they’re always acting 
like either the superhero or 
the main character or what¬ 
ever character hit home with 
them,” she said. 


“If any of those characters 
were smoking, that’s going to 
have an impact on them.” 

Trimble said she’d like R 
ratings to be doled out for 
movies with smoking, just as 
with films featuring extreme 
violence or bad language. 

“(Smoking) has more of a 


chance of harming a child,” 
she said. 

So far the campaign has 
submitted a brief to the min¬ 
ister of culture and tourism, 
requesting he consider their 
efforts since the Alberta Film 
Classification unit reports to 
his office.

There were mixed reviews 
at the 83 Avenue bilce-de- 
sign consultations Thursday 
night, with cyclists singing 
the praises of the cycle-track 
option. 

Mandy MacRae, who 
cycles to and from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and also 
downtown from the 84 Av¬ 
enue area, said just being 
consulted is a big plus. 

“I’m so excited that 
they’re even talking about 
plans. I’ve almost been hit 
by cars many times and you 
never feel safe cycling in Ed¬ 
monton,” she said. 

The cycle-track idea got 
the support of many cyclists 


in the room, but the removal 
of parking on the north side 
of the avenue for parts of the 
proposed design got mixed 
comments from members of 
the audience. 

City officials say the re¬ 
moval of parking in the 
plans is to ensure cyclists 
and motorists get sufficient 
room to both move and be 
safe. 

The bike-boulevard op¬ 
tion presents several “traf¬ 
fic-calming measures” for 
the Strathcona route, with 
roundabouts proposed for 
110, 108, 101, 98 and 96 
streets. 

“We don’t have all those 
details of what those may 
look like in terms of esthet¬ 
ics, but we will as we move 
further along, depending on 
what the preferred option 
will be,” said Claire Elliclc, 
senior engineer with the 
city’s sustainable transporta¬ 
tion department. 

MacRae is optimistic the 
plans will get the go-ahead of 
both motorists and cyclists

Advocates for safer highways 
in northern Alberta have 
launched an interactive map 
that brings people into the 
heart of the carnage. 

The coalition for a Safer 
Highway 63 and 881 launched 
the new interactive map online 
on Thursday, which they hope 
will spotlight the dangers of the 
road. 

According to the group’s 
stats, there have been 183 fatal¬ 
ities on the two highways be 
tween 2003 and 2014. 

The map allows users to 
drive along both highways and 
come across each fatality on the 
road, with information about 
the cause of each collision. 


Debbie Hammond, the 
group’s executive director, said 
the map is a way to bring the 
problems on the road close to 
home. 

“We felt that there was 
enough passion behind this 
whole concept so that everyone 
could experience it,” she said. 


Hammond said they wanted 
to highlight that if people avoid 
distraction and focus on the 
road, they would be safer. 

“It really brings to life that 
people are dying on these high¬ 
ways and that doesn’t have to 
happen,” she said. 

Hammond said especially as 


winter sets in, it’s important for 
people to make the right deci¬ 
sion, put their phones away, 
drive sober and stay focused on 
the road. 

“If you are prepared you will 
have a much better chance of 
getting to your destination,” 
she said. 


University of Alberta stu¬ 
dents are standing up against 
Muslim misconceptions in an 
effort to educate Edmonton 
youth targeted by extremist 
groups such as the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL, also known as ISIS). 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Students’ Association of the 
U of A gathered for the Stop 
the CrISIS event Thursday, as 
part of a Canada-wide series 
to fight back against youth 
radicalization and extremist 
influence. 

U of A student Shah Kha- 
lid Ahmed said the group 
was inspired to hold the 
event after seeing a series of 
negative images about Islam 
in the media. 

“What we want to do is 
educate everyone about the 
true teachings of Islam and 
to show how what (ISIL) is 
doing is not in line with the 
teachings,” he said. 

The evening’s presenta¬ 
tions and discussions are tar¬ 
geted for youth, said Ahmed, 
since extremist groups tend

radical group, there is always 
the possibility. 


to target the young and vul¬ 
nerable. 

“They’re the ones who are 
being radicalized,” Ahmed 
said. 

“I think it’s important 
they understand what the 
true teachings of Islam are 
so that when they’re ap¬ 
proached, they know what 
they’re being told is wrong.” 

Keynote speaker Taha 
Syed said this type of event is 
a first for Edmonton. 

“(Radicalization) is not 
just something happening in 
the Muslim world. Radicaliz¬ 
ation has happened in other 
parts of the world and it’s 
not always related to Islam,” 
he said, leah holoiday/metro

Health Canada has ordered 
the country’s medical ma¬ 
rijuana growers to stop 
advertising their products 
with treatment claims and 
promotional images. 

The federal department 
issued letters this week to 
licensed marijuana pro¬ 
ducers, warning them to 
overhaul their advertising 
and marketing content on 
websites and social media 
by Jan. 12. 

Health Canada says fail¬ 
ure to comply could lead to 
suspension or revocation of 
the company’s commercial 
licence. 

Individualized letters 
were sent to 20 of Can¬ 
ada’s 22 licensed growers, 
spelling out what each 
company needs to change 


Deadline 


Jan. 12 

Health Canada says pot producers must 
conform to the new guidelines by Jan. 12, 
or else they could have their licences 
suspended or revoked 


to comply with rules gov¬ 
erning advertising of med¬ 
ical cannabis. 

Those rules prohibit 
companies from advertising 
“any food, drug, cosmetic or 
device to the general public 
as a treatment, preventa¬ 
tive or cure for any of the 
diseases, disorders or ab¬ 
normal physical states.” 

Health Canada says 
producers should provide 
limited information to pro¬ 
spective clients, including 
the brand name, proper 
or common name of the 
strain, price per gram and 
the cannabinoid content, as 
well as the company’s con¬ 
tact details.

Magnotta was ‘organized’: Witness 


Parole board facing huge backlog 


A Crown witness says evi¬ 
dence presented at Luka 
Rocco Magnotta’s murder 
trial suggests his actions after 
Jun Lin’s slaying in May 2012 
were highly organized. 

Dr. Gilles Chamberland 
said Thursday that way of 
functioning is highly incon¬ 
sistent for someone suffering 
from schizophrenia. 

He testified that Magnotta, 
over a 48-hour span, dismem¬ 


bered and disposed of Lin’s 
body, emptied his apartment 
and prepared for a trip to 
Europe. 

The psychiatrist said 
schizophrenics are typically 
very disorganized, while he 
described the accused as 
“ultra organized.” 

Chamberland noted that 
Magnotta even found time 
to set up an online escorting 
profile and meet a client 


while in Paris. 

“That’s a lot in 48 hours 
and to do all that, you’ve 
got to be very organized,” he 
said. 

Magnotta, 32, is charged 
with first-degree murder in 
Lin’s slaying. 

The native of Scarbor¬ 
ough, Ont., has pleaded not 
guilty by way of mental dis¬ 
order.

Almost 7,000 outstanding 
pardon applications are in 
limbo as the Parole Board 
of Canada struggles to clear 
a backlog of cases created 
when the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment changed the rules 
in 2010. 

The parole board has an¬ 
nounced it is not currently 
processing old pardon ap¬ 
plications for more serious, 
indictable offences, but 


rather is focusing its efforts 
on lesser, summary convic¬ 
tions. 

In March 2013, the board 
said it would clear a backlog 
of 22,000 older applications 
within two years. 

But now, the board says, 
it still has more than 10,000 
applications remaining to 
process. 

It announced last month 
that only older applications 


pertaining to summary of¬ 
fences are being processed 
at this time. 

“The board expects to 
have close to 70 per cent 
of the overall backlog, and 
100 per cent of the backlog 
of files containing offences 
tried summarily, cleared by 
March 31, 2015,” the board 
said in response to a media 
inquiry.

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Judge drops charges

Contempt charges.

A B.C. Supreme Court judge has 
dropped civil contempt charges 
against dozens of protesters 
who were arrested at an anti¬ 
pipeline protest near Vancouver. 

The order came Thursday 
after Kinder Morgan acknow¬ 
ledged it had used incorrect 
GPS co-ordinates when it 
sought an injunction related to 
its Trans Mountain pipeline. 

More than 100 people have 
been arrested on Burnaby

Mountain, including Grand 
Chief Stewart Phillip of the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, 
who crossed a police line 
around a Kinder Morgan work 
site earlier Thursday. 

Nearly all of the arrested 
protesters were charged with 
civil contempt for violating the 
injunction, but the judge hand¬ 
ling the case suggested during 
Thursday’s hearing that the er¬ 
rors in the initial court order 
put those charges in doubt. 

“What’s happened thus far 
is that apparently people have 
been arrested on the basis of an 
order that refers to some other 
piece of property,” Judge Austin 
Cullen said, prompting laughs 
and jeers from the courtroom’s 
crowded public galleiy. 


“The concern is that people 
have been arrested and sub¬ 
jected to restraints on their lib¬ 
erty,” he continued later. 

The order doesn’t apply to 
a small handful of protesters 
who faced criminal charges for 
assault or obstruction of justice. 

Cullen also revised the in¬ 
junction to correct the GPS co¬ 
ordinates for the one work site 
that is still active, so protesters 
arrested under that revised in¬ 
junction could still face civil 
contempt charges. 

Kinder Morgan is con¬ 
ducting drilling at two sites on 
Burnaby Mountain as it pre¬ 
pares for the federal approval 
process. The company’s pre¬ 
ferred route for the expanded 
Trans Mountain pipeline 
would tunnel through the 
mountain. 

The energy giant has com¬ 
pleted work at one drilling 
site, which is located along a 
roadway and where the ma¬ 
jority of the demonstrations 
have been focused.

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Media magnate enters PQ leadership 
race; sovereignty his ‘only objective’ 


Parti Quebecois. Pierre 
Karl Peladeau said that 
if elected, he would be 
willing to put his shares 
in Quebecor in a trust 


Categorically stating that 
achieving Quebec independ¬ 
ence is his only political goal, 
media magnate Pierre Karl 
Peladeau announced Thursday 
he will seek the leadership of 
the Parti Quebecois. 

Peladeau confirmed what 
people had long been ex¬ 
pecting when a university stu¬ 
dent asked him after a speech 
whether he was going to take 
the plunge. 

When another student 
asked him what could motivate 
a rich man like him to want to 
become PQ leader, he repeat¬ 
ed the dramatic phrase that 
marked his entiy into politics 
last spring: “To make Quebec a 
country” 


The one difference this time 
was the absence of any fist- 
pump to accompany the dec¬ 
laration. 

The gesture and the words 
were widely considered to have 
a negative impact on the Parti 
Quebecois just days into the 
election campaign. 

The stunning move forced 
the PQ to address an issue it 
normally avoids come election 
time. 

Later on Thursday, Peladeau 
made his way to PQ headquar¬ 
ters, where he was again grilled 
by reporters. Asked what his 
main theme will be during 
the leadership campaign, he 
replied without hesitation: 
“Sovereignty.” 

While the new PQ leader 
will be chosen in May 2015, the 
next election is scheduled to be 
held in September 2018. 

Peladeau said that, if elected 
leader, he will spend the next 
few years explaining what he 
considers the benefits of sover¬ 
eignty to Quebecers.

ISU. Universities, colleges 
stand against extremism 


Canadian militaiy medical 
specialists are getting ready to 
deploy to the epicentre of the 
fight against the deadly Ebola 
virus, and the federal govern¬ 
ment is encouraging private 
health care workers to join 
them. 

As the government took 
part in Thursday’s launch of 
the “Join the Fight Against 
Ebola” recruitment campaign 
at the Ottawa Hospital, med¬ 
ical workers just down the hall 
were practising the painstaking 
ritual of donning and remov¬ 
ing the layers of protective gear 
they’ll need to help people in 
Sierra Leone. 

Teams of militaiy medical 
specialists will be deployed to 
Sierra Leone for two months at 
a time over a six-month period 
starting at the end of December. 

The government says up 
to 40 Canadian Armed Forces 
health care and support staff 
will deploy to the West African 
countiy at any given time. 

The militaiy doctors, nurs¬ 
es, medics and others will work 
alongside militaiy medics from 
the United Kingdom at the 
Kerry Town Treatment Unit. 

Their task will be to treat 
local and international health

care workers who have been 
exposed to the deadly Ebola 
virus — but not the local popu¬ 
lation.

Nicholson said.

University and colleges across 
the country are fighting back 
as a Toronto-area imam says 
young Muslim Canadians are 
joining the ranks of the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL, also known as ISIS), and 
other extremist groups. 

About 200 young people 
have left Canada to fight along¬ 
side ISIL and other groups in 
recent months. As many as 90 
cases are being investigated 
within the country, said Imam 
Farhan Iqbal, imam at Baitul 
Islam in Vaughan. 

“The extremist ideology has 
the potential to grow if noth¬ 
ing is done to stop it,” he said, 
noting that such extremist in¬ 
fluence is a big concern for the 
Muslim community. 

Those who join the fighting 
groups are attracted by false 
promises of wealth and power, 
Iqbal said. 

The groups have nothing 
to do with Islam as a religion, 
he said, but young people are 
often led to believe they do. 

The imam will be speaking 
Friday at a Ryerson University 
event organized as part of Stop 
the CrISIS — a campaign that 
aims to counter ISIL attempts 
at recruiting students from col-

Genetic testing: Knowledge 
doesn't always mean power 

When reporter Jessica Smith Cross [earned a Silicon Valley genetics-testing service, 23andme, is now offering Canadians a $199 mail-in test, she was curious: How 
much could she learn from her DNA and how much should she learn? Today, she derides whether she wants to know if she has the gene linked to Alzheimer’s.

Standing in my kitchen, cook¬ 
ing tacos, my hands shaky, 
something in me snapped. 

That afternoon I’d opened 
my results from 23andme, a 
Silicon Valley company that 
recently has begun offering a 
new mail-in DNA-testing kit 
for medical information in 
Canada. 

The analysis of my genes 
said a lot about me: that I’m 
predisposed to have wet rather 
than diy earwax, have muscles 
built for sprinting rather than 
marathons and metabolize 
coffee slowly. I have none of 
the genes for major recessive 
disorders such as cystic fibrosis 
that could pose a risk to a fu¬ 
ture child. I do have the faulty 
genes that cause hemochro¬ 
matosis, a condition where the 
body absorbs too much iron, 
and though I should talk to a 
doctor, I’ll be OK. 

But the one result I did not 
check — and that 23andme. 
com keeps behind a separ¬ 
ate digital wall, forcing you to 
think twice — is whether or 
not I have the variant of the 
APOE gene that determines my 
risk for Alzheimer’s disease. 

I have a family history of 
dementia. For weeks, wait¬ 
ing for the results to be pro¬ 
cessed, I had been obsessing 
over whether or not to look at 
the results. Going to sleep at 
night, waking up in the mor¬ 
ning, tuning out conversations 
with others, my mind kept 
returning to the question: do I 
want to know? 

Rarely a Smith family din¬ 
ner goes by without someone 
making a dark joke about the 
day they’ll lose their mind.

Would learning I have a low 
or normal risk ease my fears? 
Would a high risk change my 
life? 

Is there any statistic — any 
percentage chance — of end¬ 
ing up alone in my own mind, 
disconnected by dementia 
from everyone I love, that I 
could accept? And what will 
my results, good or bad, say 
about my parents? The answer 
was something I couldn’t un¬ 
learn. 

In the weeks leading up to 
that afternoon, I decided: No. 
Not at 30. Not for a disease that 
had no prevention or cure. I 
did not want to know. 

But now, standing in the 
kitchen while my husband sat 
at the computer making jokes 
about my earwax results, I was 
struck: only knowing would 
quiet the questions.

has a “faulty” BRCA1 gene, 
which gives her an 87 per 
cent chance of developing 
breast cancer and a 50 per cent 
chance of ovarian cancer. So 
she had a preventative double 
mastectomy. 

“I choose not to keep my 


APOE gene

search unit and Women’s Col¬ 
lege Research Institute, is a co¬ 
discoverer of the BRCA gene. 

Narod advocates that all 
women with Jewish ances¬ 
try, which puts them at risk 
for the most common BRCA 
mutations, should get tested 
and learn of their options re¬ 
garding preventive action. 

But he is critical of 23and- 
me for offering this test result 
for Alzheimer’s. 

“Do you want to test for de¬ 
mentia? Well, do you?” Narod 
asked me in a phone inter¬ 
view, unaware that I had been 
obsessing over this veiy ques¬ 
tion. “Why do I want to know 
I’m going to be demented in 
10 years?” 

“The 23andme philoso¬ 
phy — and it’s a philosophy, 
not a science — is that people 
should be entitled to know 
the results of these tests even 
if there was no good to come 
from it, even if there’s no util¬ 
ity,” he said. 


“Even if there was no pre¬ 
ventive action to take. I don’t 
believe that.” 

Narod said he believes 
widespread direct-to-consum- 
er BRCA testing is a good idea 
but he won’t advocate testing 
other genes. Genetic testing 
should be limited to situations 
where the patient is actually 
at risk of the condition they’re 
being testing for and, if they 
have the genetic predispos¬ 
ition, there is something that 
can be done about it. 

The moment of truth 

23andme locks the BRCA 
and APOE test results, which 
means that before customers 
are given their results they are 
presented with extra informa¬ 
tion about those genes and 
must confirm another level of 
consent to receive the infor¬ 
mation. They have the option 
of leaving it locked. 

But I knew that I couldn’t. 
The questions were too much. 

With my husband standing 
beside me — ready to pick up 
the pieces — I clicked on my 
results. 

And I burst out laughing. 
One of those long, dark, “you 
have got to be f-ing kidding 
me” laughs. 

My results were a “no call.” 

That means the first test 
23andme did on my APOE 
gene got only a partial re¬ 
sult. According to 23andme, 
the two genetic markers the 
company uses to determine 
Alzheimer’s risk are harder to 
distinguish than most. 

The partial results aren’t 
good. Sparing the details, it 
means that neither copy of my 
APOE gene has the relatively 
rare good variant that is pro¬ 
tective against Alzheimer’s. I 
have either the average or the 
bad — or one of each — and I 
still don’t know which. 

I emailed 23andme and 
asked what could be done, and 
a nice customer-service person 
emailed back and offered to 
run the test again, if I wanted. 
And emailed again, asking 
what I wanted. And again. And 
again, to say they were closing 
this customer-service file be¬ 
cause they haven’t heard back 
from me. 

They won’t, I think. Be¬ 
cause I really don’t want to 
know.

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Ferguson. Protesters 
pause for Thanksgiving 


Protesters in Ferguson pressed 
“pause” Thursday as the city 
welcomed Thanksgiving, decor¬ 
ating boarded-up storefronts 
with some Dr. Seuss inspira¬ 
tion and gathering for church 
services — a stark contrast to 
previous days of outrage over 
the grand jury decision in the 
Michael Brown case. 

Neither police nor Missouri 
National Guard members stood 
sentiy outside the Ferguson po¬ 
lice station, which has been a 
nexus for protesters since Mon¬ 
day night’s announcement that 
Ferguson police officer Darren 
Wilson, who is white, wouldn’t 
be indicted for fatally shooting 
the unarmed black 18-year-old 
in August. 

On that downtown street, 


beneath a lighted “Season’s 
Greetings” garland, three chil¬ 
dren used paintbrushes to 
decorate the plywood cover¬ 
ing many storefront windows 
that was put up to foil poten¬ 
tial vandals. One quoted from 
The Lorax by Dr. Seuss: “Unless 
someone like you cares a whole 
awful lot, nothing is going to 
get better, it’s not.” 

“We thought we’d do what 
we could to make it a little 
more attractive and then tiy 
to bring the kids into it and get 
them involved in making the 
businesses appear a little less 
scaiy, depressing,” said Leah 
Bailey, as her seven-year-old son 
Dennis climbed a ladder to fin¬ 
ish an orange dragon.

India. Girls killed selves, 
not raped: Investigators 


India’s top investigative agency 
said Thursday that two teen¬ 
age girls believed to have been 
raped and hanged by attackers 
in a north Indian village actual¬ 
ly committed suicide because 
of shame over a relationship 
with a boyfriend. 

An earlier probe by local 
police and post-mortem reports 
were incorrect, and five inno¬ 
cent men were arrested, said 
Kanchan Prasad, spokeswoman 
for the Central Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation, India’s FBI. 

Six months ago, images of 
the girls’ bodies hanging from 
a tree in their village of Katra 
in Uttar Pradesh state shocked 
the country, long inured to vio¬ 
lence against women. 

Local police said the girls 
were gang-raped and murdered. 
The five men were arrested and 
later released on bail. 

The federal agency took 
over the probe following public

“There were no marks of 
violence or injuries on the bod¬ 
ies of the two girls, except for 
the ligature marks on their 
necks,” she said.

some senior Afghan govern¬ 
ment officials. 

The attack came hours after 
a suicide car-bomber struck a 
British embassy vehicle, killing 
five people including a British 


citizen. 

Kabul Police Chief Gen. 
Mohammad Zahir said there 
were three explosions followed 
by extended gunfire. 

A Taliban spokesman said 
the intended target was a guest¬ 
house in the district occupied 
by foreigners. 

The spokesman, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, 
refused to give further details, 
adding only that the target of 
the attack was “enemies.” 

Afghan police flooded into 
the area and locked down the 
surrounding streets. Footage 
from area security cameras 
showed heavily armed security 
forces and armoured vehicles 


deploying in large numbers. 

The attack took place near 
the compound of the develop¬ 
ment agency International Re¬ 
lief and Development. 

The agency’s head of secur¬ 
ity, Tony Haslem, told The As¬ 
sociated Press the attack lasted 
about 45 minutes and he heard 
rocket-propelled grenades and 
automatic weapons being fired. 

Deputy Interior Minister 
Mohammad Ayoub Salangi 
confirmed that the target of the 
attack was a guest house in the 
diplomatic area. He said no for¬ 
eigners had been killed. 

“One Nepalese guard was 
wounded,” Salangi said.

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Exhausted by turmoil, Egypt 
awaits verdict in dictator's trial 


900 dead. Changing 
political scene now 
downplays criticism 
of Mubarak regime 


Amal Shaker’s 25-year-old son 
Ahmed was fatally shot in the 
back on the “Friday of Rage,” 
one of the bloodiest days of 
Egypt’s 2011 uprising against 
longtime autocrat Hosni Mu¬ 
barak. Nearly four years later, 
she is still waiting for justice. 

“We want blood for blood,” 
she said. 

Her wait is supposed to 
end Saturday when a verdict 
is expected in the 86-year- 
old Mubarak’s trial on char¬ 
ges connected to the killing 
of more than 900 protesters 
against his rule. But Egypt’s 
“trial of the centuiy,” initially 
watched with excitement, has 
largely dropped from public 
attention. That’s partly be¬ 


cause of how drawn out the 
process has been — with a 
trial and retrial — and partly 
because subsequent upheaval 
has flipped the political nar¬ 
rative. 

The revolutionaiy fervour 
of 2011 has been largely ex¬ 
tinguished, replaced among 
many Egyptians by exhaus¬ 
tion from nearly four years 
of turmoil. Many of the pro¬ 
democracy activists central to 
the uprising are in prison for 
attempting to protest against 
the new president, former 
army chief Abdel-Fattah el- 
Sissi. 

“The issue is over,” Ahmed 
Hani, a Cairo accountant, said 
of the trial, which he, like 
many, is not following closely. 
“What’s important is to im¬ 
prove the countiy, to bring it 
back to its prior state, more 
than to take an interest in a 
thing like this.” 

When the trial began in 
2011, Egyptians were initially 


transfixed by TV images of 
the former strongman, who 
ruled for 30 years being rolled 
on a gurney into the defend¬ 
ant’s cage. In June 2012, he 
was convicted of failing to 
stop the killing of protesters 
and was sentenced to life in 
prison. But the conviction was 
thrown out by a higher court, 
and a retrial began in May 
2013. 

Mubarak’s elected suc¬ 
cessor, Islamist Mohammed 
Morsi, was ousted by el-Sissi 
and the militaiy after massive 
protests that began on June 30, 
2013, against the domination 
of Morsi’s Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. A sweeping crackdown 
against Islamists ensued and 
has widened to suppress any 
dissenting voices. 

Now the state routinely 
blames all violence on Islam¬ 
ists and foreign conspirators. 
TV stations and newspapers 
have largely dropped criti¬ 
cism of Mubarak’s old regime

The guys in Horrible Bosses, 
the 2011 comedy starring 
Jason Bateman, Charlie Day 
and Jason Sudeilcis, actually 
tried to make their fantasies 
reality. 

The idea of squaring off 
against the boss man struck 
a chord with a lot of people 
and the movie raked in 
more than $100 million.

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Channing Tatum. Actor 
fell in love with doomed 
wrestler role over years 


“I think I can comfortably say 
we were all very happy when 
the movie was over,” says Chan¬ 
ning Tatum of making the 
crime drama Foxcatcher. 

Based on a true story, the 
movie begins with former 
Olympian Mark Schultz, played 
by Tatum, training to regain the 
glory of his past achievements. 
When he accepts multi-mil¬ 
lionaire John du Pont’s (Steve 
Carell) offer of sponsorship he 
begins a journey that will end 
in world championship glory 
and murder. 

Director Bennett Miller 
wanted Foxcatcher to be the 
followup to his Oscar winning 
biopic Capote. When he first 
approached Tatum to play 
Schultz, the muscle-bound ac¬ 
tor was best known as the eye 
candy in teen comedies like 
She’s the Man and dance mov¬ 
ies like Step Up. 

“I think the first time I 
read the script, I just didn’t 
understand why you’d want 
to make the film,” he says. 
“There’s no resolve to any of 
this. No lesson learned. It’s 
way more complicated than 
that. It’s actually more close 
to life. It is a portrait of some¬ 
thing that happened. I don’t 
think I was anywhere near to 
understanding the story or 
the character. I think I did a 
lot of growing in those seven 
years. I fell in love with this 
idea of attempting this.” 

The actor threw himself 
into the role, studying wrest¬ 
ling, which he says is impos¬ 
sible to fake on screen — “It is 
just a melee but you get used to 



being inside that melee” — and 
even destroying a hotel room in 
one powerful scene. 

“I told them, ‘Whatever is 
in that room probably won’t 
come out not broken.’ That is 
all from Mark Schultz. He told 
me he would punish himself so 
badly after losing that he would 
make losing so much worse 
than any physical pain he was 
going through in the match so 
he would never want to lose 
again.” 

He kept up that level of in¬ 
tensity for the whole shoot. “It 
just never stopped,” he said, 
not even when his wife, actress 
Jenna Dewan, came to visit. 

“My wife was pregnant 
and she came to Pittsburgh 
during (the shoot),” he says. 
“She was supposed to stay a 
week but left after the second 
day. She was like, ‘Nope. It 
is not healthy for me to be 
here. You’re in a weird place. 
It’s OK but I’m just going to 
go now. Love you! Call me at 
least once a night before you 
go to bed and we’ll be fine.’”

Steve Carell takes a risk, 
channels his dark side

Interview. Barely 
recognizable in a 
prosthetic nose, the 
actor better known 
as Michael Scott gets 
creepy in Foxcatcher 


While discussing Foxcatcher 
— a bleak film, based on an un¬ 
settling tragedy, that made its 
way to screen after a punishing 
shoot — there’s really only one 
instance where Steve Carell’s 
voice rises above a sombre 
whisper. 

In fact, he even breaks out 
laughing, and oddly enough, 
the topic at hand is director 
Bennett Miller’s admission 
that he cast Carell as ominous 
multi-milhonaire John du Pont 
because he saw a certain dark¬ 
ness in the usually goofy comic 
actor. 

“As he describes it, he felt 
that my public persona is sort 
of a benign one — as was du 
Pont’s. No one expected him to 
do the thing that he did,” said 
Carell during the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

“As he described it to me, he 
felt that it was beneficial to the 
movie to have someone who 
you wouldn’t necessarily think 
could do something horrible. 
But at the same time, it hap¬ 
pens, I guess he saw, as he de¬ 
scribes it, there was a dark —” 

Here, he trails off and gig¬ 


gles, in his unique way. 

“I laugh about it. It sounds 
funny for me to describe him 
saying that there’s a dark side 
to me,” he said, chortling again, 
before collecting himself. 

“But apparently he saw 
something, when we first met, 
that there was a quality there 
that he seemed to pick up on.” 

Carell would reward that 
hunch several times over with 
a chilling, transformative per¬ 
formance that should, if the 
pundits are to be believed, land 
him an Academy Award nom¬ 
ination. 

The 52-year-old portrays du 
Pont, a hermetic eccentric who 
took a toxic interest in the life 
of an Olympic gold medallist 
wrestler, Mark Schultz (Chan¬ 
ning Tatum), and his similarly 


decorated brother, Dave (Mark 
Ruffalo). 

The real Mark Schultz was a 
presence onset during the mak¬ 
ing of the film, as were others 
involved in the grisly tale. 

Carell, vaguely recognizable 
under the weight of grey-toned 
facial prosthetics, seemed to 
skulk about the set in fitting 
isolation. In the film, he drips 
his lines out slowly, wearing 
an expression of inscrutable 
distance — and seemingly that 
distance remained when the 


cameras stopped rolling. 

“We didn’t get to know each 
other as ourselves as we were 
shooting,” said the Golden 
Globe winner of his castmates. 

“It wasn’t in a pretentious 
way. We weren’t deciding to 
be all method-y, all serious ac- 
tor-ish. But at the same time I 
think we both realized it would 
be better for the movie and for 
our characters’ relationship to 
keep each other at a distance, 
and we did.”

Movies. Hollywood star 
banks on toughest role 
by developing film she 
wanted to see made 


Once she’d decided to take on 
her gritty new role in Wild, 
there were a few things Reese 
Witherspoon knew she didn’t 
want to hear from movie stu¬ 
dio executives: 

“We want her to be more 
likable.” 

“We don’t want her to use 
drugs.” 

“We don’t want her to be 
profane.” 

And so, Witherspoon says, 
she didn’t give them the 
chance. 

She developed the film, 
which follows a hard-living 
woman’s path to solace and 
redemption via a long trek 
in the wilderness, outside 
the studio system under the 
auspices of her own produc¬ 
tion company, with private 
financing. “And then I took it 
to the studios and said, ‘I’m 
not changing a word,”’ With¬ 
erspoon recounts in an inter¬ 
view. “And I had three bids on 
it that day.” 

“And I think it’s important, 
you know?” the actress adds. 
“You grow up, you change 
— I’m a 38-year-old woman 
now, I have three kids, and 
I’ve lived a lot of life experi-

ence. It’s really important to 
me that the things I put out 
into the world are meaning¬ 
ful and thought-provoking. 
Otherwise, what am I doing?” 
Wild, based on the best¬ 


selling memoir by Cheryl 
Strayed, is a stoiy of personal 
catharsis, and listening to 
Witherspoon, one gets the 
sense she was seeking a sort 
of professional catharsis by 
choosing it. The role, which 
has garnered significant Os¬ 
car buzz, includes difficult 
scenes depicting rough sex 
and heroin use. Witherspoon 
wore no makeup and spent 
days lugging a heavy back¬ 
pack up and down hills. 

“By far, it’s the hardest 
thing I’ve done in my life,” 
she says. “The physical as¬ 
pects were really challenging 
— the elements, the heat, 
the cold, the water, the rain, 
55 locations in 35 days, and 


cariying that backpack. And 
there was nothing else to cut 
to — just me.” 

Witherspoon, who already 
has one Oscar on the mantel¬ 
piece for 2005’s Walk the 
Line, says it was no accident 
that she chose such a film 
at this point in her career, a 
time that finds her veering 
away from trademark sunny, 
bright roles and romantic 
comedies. 

“It’s something I con¬ 
sciously did for myself,” she 
says. Her production com¬ 
pany, Pacific Standard, is 
specifically geared toward 
projects with complex roles 
for women. 

“I was seeing sort of a 
deficit in leading roles for 
women,” she says. “It was just 
sort of the lack of complex 
characters, of interesting, 
dynamic women onscreen. I 
have a 15-year-old daughter 
and it’s veiy important to me 
what she sees, in movies and 
television.” the associated press

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Filmmaking. Director 
shot Wild’s wilderness 
trek documentary style 


As challenging as it was to 
make last year’s multiple 
Oscar-winning drama Dallas 
Buyers Club, filmmaker Jean- 
Marc Vallee found his upcom¬ 
ing biopic Wild even more de¬ 
manding — for a whole other 
set of reasons. 

“Dallas (Buyers Club) was 
about a guy who has to fight 
against the FDA, the hospital 
and the system,” said Vallee 
during Wild’s premiere at the 
Toronto International Film 
Fest. “(But in Wild), there’s 
no fight, there’s no enemies 
— she’s the hero and the vil¬ 
lain.” 

Based on Cheryl Strayed’s 
bestselling memoir, Wild 
documents a young woman’s 
three-month hike across the 
gruelling Pacific Crest Trail 
where she faced the hard¬ 
ships of the elements and 
stared down the demons of 
her past. 

With a defiantly female 
protagonist (played by Reese 
Witherspoon), the producers 
took a bold move in hiring 
Vallee and British author 
Nick Hornby (best known for 
distinctly male-oriented best- 
sellers-turned-box office hits 
High Fidelity and About A 
Boy) to adapt Strayed’s stoiy 
into script. 

“We’re not American (and) 
we’re two men, but he related 
to the material and I related 
to the material. It’s such basic 
touching human material,” 
said Vallee. “(How) Cheryl 
talks about herself is veiy 
unique, beautiful and honest, 
so Nick brought his voice and 



his love for words (and) he’s 
very clever with words. He 
has a way of understanding.” 

Hornby may have brought 
his knack for the narrative, 
but Vallee lent an authenti¬ 
city to the project. Shooting 
in documentary-style, the 
Montreal auteur filmed 65 
per cent of Wild on the trail 
during a particularly chilly 
autumn season — a rugged 
experience that was wildly 
invigorating. 

“It was amazing — the 
most beautiful shoot I’ve ever 
been on,” said Vallee, quick 
to add Witherspoon may 
not agree. “We had our win¬ 
ter jackets, gloves, scarves, 
boots and we were cold. She’s 
from Nashville — she has an 
intolerance to cold (and) she 
just had shorts and a T-shirt.”

Despite the reams of data 
they collect from their users, 
Google and Twitter can’t seem 
to agree on who will win this 
year’s Grey Cup. 

With two days to go be¬ 
fore Sunday’s game between 
the Hamilton Tiger-Cats and 
Calgaiy Stampeders, the tech 
titans are split on which team 
will take home the trophy. 

Twitter has partnered with 
the Canadian Football League 
to give users a custom Grey 
Cup voting app. 

At press time, Twitter 
users were leaning toward the 
Stampeders. It’s a tight race, 
however, with Calgaiy leading 
52 per cent to 48 per cent. 


Neck and neck 


“They're basically in a dead heat.” 

Google Canada spokesman Aaron Brindle 


Over at Google, an equally 
slim majority of users are 
searching for the Ticats. 

Google Canada spokesman 
Aaron Brindle attributes Ham¬ 
ilton’s slight lead in searches 
to Sunday’s semifinal victory 
against the Montreal Alou- 
ettes. The clash featured some 
pre-game trash talk from 
Montreal players and a stand¬ 
out performance by Ticats’ re¬ 
ceiver Brandon Banks. 

“That was a really excit¬ 
ing game,” Brindle said. “And 
when you see those kinds of 
dramatic moments, that’s 
what draws people online.” 

The CFL has vowed to 
make this year’s Grey Cup 
“the most social ever,” and is 
offering fans new ways to join 
the online conversation. Twit¬ 
ter users can follow the action 
on the #GreyCup hashtag. 


There’s also a “tweet-up” party 
scheduled Saturday in Van¬ 
couver featuring the league’s 
most prolific tweeters. 

“The CFL has really em¬ 
braced Twitter. You can see 
them leveraging the power 
of the platform,” said Christo¬ 
pher Doyle, director of media 
partnerships for Twitter Can¬ 
ada. 

Doyle is proud of the way 
Twitter connects Grey Cup 
fans with players. 

In Calgary, Stamps quarter¬ 
back Bo Levi Mitchell has en¬ 
couraged fans to change their 
Twitter avatars to the team’s 
logo, while running back Jon 
Cornish has been trading 
jokes on Twitter with Mayor 
Naheed Nenshi. 

“It’s fascinating,” Doyle 
said. “They’re really these 
‘only on Twitter’ moments.”

Battle with ALS. 1987 
Vanier Cup winner 
Michael can expect a 
warm ovation at the 
big game Saturday 


The Vanier Cup game will be 
a special day for former CFL 
fullback Michael Soles. 

The former Edmonton 
Eskimo and Montreal Alou- 
ette will act as co-honorary 
president (with ex-govemor 
general Adrienne Clarkson) 
of the game on Saturday be¬ 
tween the University of Mont¬ 
real Carabins and the Mc- 
Master Marauders. 

He can expect a warm ova¬ 
tion from the crowd of more 
than 20,000 at Percival Molson 
Stadium at McGill University, 
as much for his stellar foot¬ 
ball career as for the nine-year 
battle he is still waging with 
amyotrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), or Lou Gehrig’s disease.

Vanier Cup in 1987, an upset 
47-11 victory over the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. The 
Pointe-Claire, Que., native 
rushed for 203 yards and two 
touchdowns that day and was 
named the game’s MVP. 

On Thursday, a large group 
of family and former McGill 
teammates and coaches got 
together to announce an en¬ 
dowment in Soles’ name to 
provide scholarships to Red- 
men recruits. 

Soles, 48, watched from 
the front row. He was able to 
get up from his wheelchair to 
pose for pictures and can still 
speak in a whisper, but he let 
others do the talking. 

“He’s had symptoms for 
nine years, and it became 
more evident in the last 
couple of years, so we felt it 
would be good timing to have 
something at the same time as 
the Vanier Cup,” said Wayne 
McRae, a co-captain of the 
1987 Redmen, who was also 
Soles’ partner in a financial 
management company. 

“It gave it more of a sense 
of urgency. It’s still at a point 
where Mike can participate 
and be here for it, which is 
fortunate.” 

McRae and four other 
members of the 1987 team 
started the fundraising cam¬ 
paign. Their goal was $80,000, 
but they hauled out an over¬ 
sized ceremonial cheque for 
$209,324, nearly triple their 
target. The sum was gathered 
from 249 donors. 

The endowment, called the 
Michael Soles Football Award, 
is expected to earn enough to 
fund up to three recruits per 
year.
